In response to the applicant's arguments that "Chang thus fails to disclose searching for an event profile", the arguments have been 
considered, but are not deemed persuasive. As stated by the applicant, "The description is provided to the recording device based on the 
time of day". The recorded part of the event would be the "content relating to the event" after searching for the description (event profile) 
in the calendar application based on the "time of day" the description is matched (associated) with the recorded part of the event. 
Paragraph 0015 states "in response to sending time stamp information, the calendar inspects [ ] the user's calendar to see what is on the 
calendar for the given time stamp information. This inspection is a query or search operation. Thus Chang's device searches for a 
calendar event based on the time of day the recorded part of the even was recorded. . 

The applicant's claims appear to require four types of data, an event, an event profile, content, and description information. When looking 
at the reference one can infer that the event is a calendar entry. Calendar entries have descriptions associated with them along with times 
that the events in the calendars take place, and in some circumstances the place the event occurs. This would be associated with the 
applicant's claimed "event profile". The "event profiles" of the calendar are searched (inspected) based on "time stamp information". This 
"time stamp information" is associated with the content (recorded part of the event). Therefore the time stamp information is description 
information of the content since it describes when the content was recorded. The content and the event are associated or matched with 
each other based on the results of the search of the event profile. See paragraphs 001 1-0016. 
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
